The remarks made hy Mayor Tuk- 
NKR at the iirst meeting of tUe Council 
hold oil INIonday evening last were sea- 
sonable and to the point. His Wor- 
ship called attention to the absolute 
necessity of prosecuting a suirey of the 
city ia order that the mistakes of the 
past in the erection of buildings may 
be avoided in tlie future. In several 
instances recently parties who have 
erected buildings in the heart of the 
city have discovered when too late, 
that they have encroached on a neigh- 
bor's lot or public property. And this 
is simply because no thoroughly relia- 
ble survey of the city exists, and tho 
lines taken by the builders were incor- 
rect. A general survey will doubtless 
cost a considerable sum of money, but 
the work is a necessity and must bo 
performed sooner or later. We under- 
stand that it is the intention of tho 
Council to'invite tenders for the work. 
If such be tho case, clauses should bo 
inserted in the specification calling on 
tho Surveyor to embody in his work a 
survey for a system of underground 
sewerage which must inevitably be 
adopted in the course of a few years. 
In the meantime the Sanitary Commit- 
tee should, without delay, perfect a 
system of surface drainage, for unless 
more attention be paid to the condi- 
tion of drains and gutters during 1879 
than was given in 1878 it will bo little 
short of a miracle should the city es- 
cape"tho outbreak of a malarious fever. 
Property owners should bo compelled 
to drain stagnant water from their lots 
and to contribute in every way possible 
towards the maintenance of public 
health. Whilst it will be found some- 
what difficult to carry into effect tho 
proposition for the Corporation to take 
over the sidewalks, the scheme, once 
matured, would be found to result in a 
much better condition of the planking, 
etc. We are not prepared to e.Kpross 
an opinion on the suggestion that own- 
ers of vacant lots should be compelled 
to fence in their property; but it 
would doubtless add very much to 
the appearance of the city if every lot 
were fenced in. The Council will liiid 
that they must deal with the Water 
Works question at once, for there can 
be no doubt that the city will never be 
supplied with good water until the 
mains are extended to Elk Lake. It 
is useless to state that the water flow- 
ing through the Corporation mains is 
bad only in tho Summer, for in various 
parts of the city at this moment it is 
simply unfit to drink, and carries with 
it a most objectionable flavor and re- 
pugnant odour. It is true the water 
may be somewhat improved by filtra- 
tion, but that is of very little satisfac- 
tion to consumer.s, who, when service 
pipes were laid on to tlieir premises, ex- 
pected to receive a clean and drinkable 
article. The filters at the lake should 
perform their duty in a manner so as 
to render filtration in the city quite un- 
necessary. It seems, ' however, that 
they will not'do so, de.^jjite the largo 
sums of money expended on them, and 
that the water being foul in Beaver 
Lake, no alternative, other than an ex- 
tension of pipes to Elk Lake, remaina 
It is to be hoj>ed the Council will see 
the absolute necessity of attending to 
this important work at once as pure 
water is one of the first requirements 
of the community. The proposition to 
impose a tax of $100 per annum on 
commercial travellers visiting the city 
meets with approval in a certain quar- 
ter, hilt is regarded as a step in the 
wrong direction by several classes. To 
some merchants the periodical visits of 
the "drummer" and the businoys he 
trans.-icts are a decided injury, whilst 
to other citizens they are a source of 
temporary revenue, and consequently 
by no means unwelcome* We doubt 
Tjry much, if the question were sub- 
mitted to the ratepayers for decision, 
whether a majority would bo found in 
favor of the proposed tax. A steam 
roller, whilst it would perform its work 
with rapidity and ellicinucy, is an ex- 
pensive piece of nuicliinnry which the 
Council would scarcely be justified in 
purcliasing until the Water Work.s ex- 
tension has been accomplished and the 
surface drainage of the city perfected. 
There are, moreover, idle but hone.st 
men in our midst who would be glad 
to obtain employment from the Corpor- 
ation, and, if only they can perform the 
work which the roller will, they should 
be aflx>rded a chance of gaining a liveli- 
hood in the country of their adoption, 
although their employment may put 
the city to some sligiit temporary loss. 
During these hard times there is much 
that is very acceptable in the old max- 
im "Live and let live." We can do 
without a steam roller until the city 
cofiers are in a state of pleutitude, but 
a workingman with a wife and family 
to support cannot get along without 
employment. There is yet another 
matter with which the Council will 
ha v.e to deal, and. that is the framing 
and passage of a by-lay defining the lo- 
calities in which vehicles for hire shall 
stand. A resolution was passed in the 
Council about two years since declaring 
certain streets to bo stands, but we do 
not think the resolution had elFect for 
any.length of time. Complaints are 
made by storekeepers that private veh- 
icles are unable to drive up to their 
premises so long as a hack stands in 
front of them, and that their customers 
are greatly inconvenienced. The store- 
keeper, nevertheless, dislikes to request 
the hackman to "drive on" and so this 
condition of affairs exists, day in and 
day oiit. The passage of a by-law 
ybiild remedy the matter and prove 
satisfactory to th« parties concerned. 
With reference to the committees ap- 
pointed by His Worship, we think he 
failed to recognize the claims of Coun. 
Mansell, who was returned at the 
head of the poll in the most important 
ward of tho city, when ho placed him 



• ; ^/livate member on two supple- 
mentary committeea Coun. Majjbell 

v, -as entitled to tho chairmanship of the 
Street Committee, but as he was not 
appointed to that position wo would ad- 

vi. se hitn to make no eflbrt to obtain it, 
as its duties are onerous and unthank- 
ful; and- to attend to them properly it 
is necessary to have unlimited spare 
time at one's control The personnel of 
the Finance Committee gives general 
satisfaction, as does that of several 
other committees, with the solitary ex- 
ception to which we have alluded. Tho 
conduct of Coun. Williams, however, 
in ueolinin,!; to assume his share of the 
public work has given rise to expres- 
sions of disgust and scorn. But such a 
a course of procedure is just what 
might be expected from such a man; 
Wo understand, however, that Coun. 
Williams may yet find that tho law 
provides for his case, and that he will 
discover he was not . elected to shirk tho 
duties constitutionally imposed on hira.

The comrades of Barber, 
though e."cposod to the lire of tho In- 
dians, used deperate efforts to prevent 
the savages from obtaining either his 
remains or equipments, but without 
avail, Capt. Wessclls believes that 
the Indians cannot be dislodged from 
their present position without the sac- 
rifice of a greater number of lives than 
ho deems advisable, and has in conse- 
quence dispatched Lieut. Dodd, 3d 
cavalry, to Hod Cloud agency with a 
view to obtain the assistance of a doz- 
en Siou.< scouts well versed in the mode 
of warfare usually adopted by the In- 
dians. 

FoR'E EoBiNSQK, Heb., Jan 18, — At 
a conference held here this morning be- 
tween Chief Red Cloud and Lieut. 
Schuyler, of Gen. Crook's staff regard- 
ing the propriety of Lieut. Dodd, of the 
3d cavalry, going to Red Cloud's now 
location for the purpose of enlisting the 
services of some Sioux warriors to be 
employed as scouts in the expedition 
against the bravo little band of Chey- 
ennos now coralled at Crow Ridge, 
tl<""' - miles di.stant, Lieut. Scluiyler 
.-.skcd Eed Cloud if he thought Lieut. 
Dodd could succeed in obtaining the 
services of lo of his warriors. The 
chief replied "yes." Lieut. Dodd, who 
is well-known to Red Cloud's braves, 
started immediately for Pine Ridge 
agency on his mission, with what suc- 
cess we will .soon learn. It is believed 
that Capt .Johnson's coniuiand joined 
Wessell's at the scene of hostilities 
some time during the night of tho 17th. 
There has been nothing heard from 
either of the commands since yesterd.ay 
morning. Important news is exprcted 
hourly. 

Cheyenne, Jan. 18. — Companies A, 
B, D, F, S and M of the oth cavalry, 
having been ordered to take the field 
in search of Little Wolf's banxl of 
Cheyennes, believed to be depredating 
ranches in Northwestern Nebraska, 
will move from Fort Russell to-morrow 
under command of Capt. Montgomery. 

Washington, Jan. I'J. — The captive ! 
women and children at Foit Robinson 
will bo released at the retjuest of Red 
Cloud, the Ogalallas earnestly desiring 
that the widows and orphans who are 
their relatives be turned over to theip 
as their natural protectors, to take 
them to their homes and care for them. 
It is believed that the adoption of this 
course will aerve to allay all Oi.citeriient 
and really attanh the Red Cloud In- 
diana to the Government, 

Fort Robinson, Neb., Jan. 21. — : 
Lieut. Dodd, who left hero for the Pine 
Ridge agency on Saturday last for the 
purpose of enlisting Sioux scouts, re- 
turned to-day with seventeen braveh, 
including the chief Three Bears and No 
Flesh; also a mountain howitzer^ from 
Camp Sheridan. Tho Indians will be 
armed and mounted here, and will leave 
to-morrow with ten days' rations, Lieut. 
Dodd in command. The latest news 
from tho field is that the Indians escap- 
ed in tho night from Crow Ridge, their 
la.st position, and their trail, which is 
being followed by Captain Wessels, 
leads towards tlie Spotted Tail agency. 
Nothing has been heard from . the com- 
mand since Saturday up to this hour.-

A few yetvs ago he was engaged by the 
Bloor street congregation at a salary of 
sSUO, but the congregation found that 
they could only f y half that amount, 
and" on .'3100 a year ^Ir. C'liocklcy liatl 
to keep alivo luinsclf ;iirI IiIm family of 
live or six children, iiieludiiig an iiilult 
son Y,-lio F.oiiK! time ago had iioth his 
hands aiii])utatcd, two children of a 
dead brotlier and an invalid sister. 
Nothing was known of the extreme 
poverty of the family until I\Ip. Chock- 
ley's death, when it was nscertainptl 
that the faniily had actually been ex- 
isting for two years [last almost on 
bread alone; butter during that time 
they bad not had in the house, and the 
taste of meat was almost forgotten. Mr. 
Checkley was of a plucky, noble dis- 
position, and always had n joke for 
e-,-ervliocly. One day recently 1;;' was 
met by n hrothi/r elergyniaii, v. hij re- 
ma rkeil that he kjoketl terribly cold 
and a.skeil liiiii where his overcoat was. 
]M !■. (.'hockley, in a joking manner, re- 
jilied that he hadn't got one, and in 
this way warded off aity .suspicion as 
to the real state of liis family atlairs. 
As soon a.s the true state of things be- 
came known the neighbors and the con- 
gregation of St. P.aul's oil'ered assistance 
in .abuiidiinco, ami probably a fund will 
now be raised for settlement on the be- 
reaved widow and her children. Tiie 
ease was referred to last Sunday from 
the pulpits in a couple of Episcopal 
ehureho.s.

(Francis* History of tbe Pank of Fii-Iand, 

In 1780 a gentlemen of enjinciice in 
the mercantile world was grieved by 
the contents of a letter which he re- 
ceived from a correspondent at Ham- 
burg, the postmark of which it bore. 
From tho statement it contained, it 
appears that a person, most minutely 
described, liad defrauded the wriSir, 
under c.vtraordinarj' circumstances, of 
,£.'5,000. The letter continued to say, 
information liad been obtained that 
tho defraudor — the dross and person of 
whom it described — was occa.sioimlly 
to be seen at the Dutch Walk of the 
Koyal Exchange. The object of the, 
writer was to inform his correspondent 
to invite the party to dinner, and, by 
any moral force which could bo used, 
compel him to return the money, add- 
ing that, if ho should be found amen- 
able to reason and evince any signs of 
repentance, he might be disinissed 
with a friendly caution and £hOO, as 
he was a near relative of tlie writer. 
As the gentleman whoso name it bore, 
was a profitable correspondent, the 
London merchant kept a keen watch 
on tho Dutch Walk, and was at last 
successful in meeting and being intro- 
duced to the cheat. 

The invitation to dine was acceiitcd, 
and tho host, having previously given 
notice to his family to quit the table 
soon ;ifter dinner, acquainted his visitor 
with his knowledge of the fraud. 
Alarm and liorror were depicted in 
the couiitcnniice of the young man, 
who, with tones apparently tremulous 
from emotion, begged his disgrace 
might not be made public. To tliisthe 
merchant consented, provided the £3,- 
000 were returned. The visitor sighed 
deeply, but said that to return all wjis 
impossible, as he had unfortunately 
spent part of the amount. The ro- 
maiiider, however, he proposed to yield 
instantly, and the notes were hantled to 
the lucrciiant, who, after dilating on 
the goodness of the man he had rob- 
bed, concluded his moral lesson by 
handing him a clicck for .£500 as a 
proof of his beneficence. The folloM-ing 
morning the gentleman went to tho 
b.ankcr to deposit the uioney he had re- 
ceived, when, to his great surprise, he 
was told that tbc notes were counter- \ 
feit. His next inquiries were concern- 
ing tlie check, but that had been cash- 
ed shortly after the opening of the 
bank. Ho immediately sent an express 
to his Hamburg correspondent, who rc- 
])lied that the letter was a forgery, and 
that no fraud had been committed upon 
him. The whole affair" had been 
plotted by a gang, some of whom''wero 
on the Continent and some in England.

Did 1 o\ er tell you anything of that 
wonderful suite of apartments in Fif- 
teenthw-Btrcetl • Boucicaulb ;;foiy Jf^tn 
had Iu3''r66ni's over a Frencli restaurant; 

next to Tiffany's,. ou Fifteenth street, 
just otr Union square. La.st year, 
Pinard (the Frcncli re.staurateur), built 
a fine stoun house on the same street, 
nearer to Fifth avenue. Boucicault 
took tho second floor out of tho owner's 
hands and finished it to suit his taste. 
Every particle of wood is of polislied 
ebony. Tho walls are hung with raw 
silk tapestry brocade, iu place of paper; 
tho floor.s are laid with various woods 
iu intricate mosaic work; every door 
and window is draped with magnificent 
curtains of brocade in Indian patterns 
and colors, surrounded by widths of 
tho richest purple velvet, and finished 
by .silken bullion fringe a foot deep. 
These curtains are suspended upon 
enormous sill:en rollers which brighten 
up the sombre wall. • 

Ono side of tho vast salon is filled 
with Mr. IBoueicault's splendid library. 
Tiger and leopard and lion skins lie 
about the floors iu company with Per- 
sian rugs; sideboards of carved and in- 
laid wood; sideboards of porcelain 
tiles, sot in ebony. A wonderful set of 
crystal shelves, supported by a bronze 
frame, glittering with silver. A set of 
clocks and vases, in the rarest devices; 
bronze and ormolu statuettes; an incon- 
ceivable number of curious articles 
cncuinbor the many tablosaud brackets.

In L~)ioii's bath-rooin the floor, ceiling 
and walls are made of blue china tiles. 
Tho doors are heavy plate mirrors set in 
ebony, and tho bath is a huge marble 
basin, with tho water coming, in foun- 
tain fashion, from the bottom. There 
is not an appliance known to luxury 
and comfort but that lovely floor can 
furnish it. Between tho two rooms 
there was originally intended a pair of 
folding doors. This space Mr. Bouci- 
cault lilleil up with an ebony arrange- 
ment looking like tho tomb of tho Capu- 
lels at first sight. It is a wall, covered 
with silver handles and lunges, for it 
opens into drawers and closets. One 
portion is lined and filled for an ice- 
box; beneath, lying on their sides, with 
their heads gently raised, are bottles, 
bottles, bottles. In other portions of 
this partition there are liquors requir- 
ing less cooling. There is a zinc-lined 
little place for cigars; thero are long, 
narrow doors; short, square drawers; 
queer recesses, and these places can be 
visited on both sides from the bed-room 
or tho front room, being so contrived. 
I doubt if thero is a good thing to eat 
or drink onr could ask for, that this 
ebony wonder could not disgorge in- 
stantly. Add to this a dumb waiter 
leading from Pinnrd's kitchen in tho 
ba.senicnt, and .some idea can be formed 
of tho great dinners and impromptu 
lunclies and suppers for which Bouci- 
cault is famous. 

AiioLisiiiNci Dkad Bf:at.s. — In Pitts- 
burg, as elsewhere, tho jihysicians are 
annoyed ))y numerous families who 
have been carrying on a regular .system 
of beating the doctors out of their mo- 
ney. The .system is carried out in this 
way : — A family secures the services of 
a physician until a large bill is con- 
tracted and the doctor sends in his bill, 
with an intimation that it , must be 
paid They pay no attention to tho 
first bill, unless tho doctor gives evi- 
dence th.'it he means to collect it. In 
case thero is noho))e of securing further 
medical attention from the doctor, the 
family gives the doctor the shake, and 
])lay8 the same trick on somo other 
doctor, who in turn is left m the lurch, 
and a third victim is selected out of 
the numerous physicians of the two 
cities, Tho doctors have at last got 
tii'cd of tills plan, and arc now getting 
up a directory to show the standing of 
their ])ationts. Each physician is send- 
ing to headquarters all the names of 
persons who have beaten him. A man 
who pays soinctinic.i, but still decline's 
to ]iay hi-'^ full bill, will have his name 
designated by the number 7. A man 
who nifubcs to pay any part of his bill 
will have his name designated by the 
numbor 8. All tho names thus desig- 
nated will be published in book form, 
and a copy supplied to each doctor in 
the city. 

TiiKlIici.iouiiAPii. — -After a thorough 
test, the Spanish authorities have ad- 
opted tho heliograph, an instrument 
first used by tlio British troops which 
operated against tho Afridies on tho 
Peshawur frontier, India. It consists 
of a circular mirror, moving upon a 
universal joint, and supported on a 
tripod. Wishing to scad messages, 
the opcr.xtor, by a quick elevation or 
depression of tlie glass, so as to catch 
the full glare of the sun, is able to 
throw fla.shes a distance of twenty-five 
miles. Tlic length of tho flashes cor- 
responds with that of the dashes in tho 
Morse alphabet, by which the messages 
are translated. This method of tole- 
grapliy of course does away with the 
dangers of wire tapping and cutting 
by the enemy, but tho fact that it can 
only be used on a bright clear day, is a 
very serious drawback to its extensive 
adoption. Possibly however, the great 
illuminating power of the electric 
light maj'furnish a,solation;to this dift 

ficuity. • '■•' -'i

Capo diamou:ls date only from 1807. 
Iu that year a diamond was found of 
fairsizo and quality in a tract of land 
deemed hitherto almost valueless, adja- 
cent to Biitisli territory, for which 
Enolaiul pa' . tbe Orange Free State 
?-15O,G0O for abandoning all claim 
thereto. It was not a dear bargain for 
England. In 1 8G8 a larger and purer 
gem turned up than that of : 18j67, and 
a discreet settler gave nearly all he had 
for it. This diamond weighed 83 car- 
ats, and fetched .$5G,000. Then came 
the rush, and by 1872 digging was a 
settled industry, to which the finding 
of a stone of 288 carats gave an im- 
mense impetus. It is estimated that 
diamonds to th©. value of §GO,000 have 
already been oxitracted from what is 
kuowii as the G-reat Kimberloy IMiue, 
without reckoning those filched by the 
laborers ; and Iviniborly, which derives 
its name from tlie E.arl of that ilk, at 
that time, Secretary for the Colonies, is 
now the second largest in ' this colony. 
Somehow, neither diamond dealing nor 
golJsniithing .seen), as luisinesse.">, to 
bo often attended with great wealth. In 
America, for instance, it -.vould, we 
fancy, he hard to point to large for- 
tunes accumulated in this line which 
can coiiii)are with those accumulated in 
many others, and in England they arc 
very few and far between, and m.ay 
geucrnlly be traced to sonic exceptional 
canso. .^ilr. Ivuiulell, for example, of 
the celebrated firm of Kundell A liridg?, 
undoubtedly was largely indebted for 
tho million and a half sterling he loft 
behind Iiim, sonic fifty years .ago, to tho 
French revolution of 17S0. England 
was .at that epoch Hooded with gems, 
which were in most instances, all the 
property that a /liijrcs could carry away 
with them ; and what with tho glut in 
the market and the neediness of the 
would-he vendor.'f, these stones were 
sold at what Pip's diarist calls a " tre- 
inenjous .sacrifige." It is interesting to 
reflect, in connection with precious 
htones, what a \-aried career heaps of 
thein have had. There is a well-known 
London jeweller who, two years after a 
great diamond robbeiy, emigrated from 
humble Hebrew quarters in the East 
End to spacious premises in the West 
End of London — a rise (tho stolon dia- 
monds wore not recovered) -which ex- 
cited a good deal of shoulcler-sliruggiug 
in the trade. ' It is quite likely that 
the unprecedented jewel robberies so 
successfully executed iu England dur- 
ing the past tea years have served to 
set many enterprising jewellers going.

ITomeii as Olerks in "Wasliliisrtoii. 



The first female clerks in tho Na- 
tional Treasurv were appointed in 18G2 
by Secretary d'hase, who placed them 
in the office of the Comptroller of tho 
Currency at §000 a year. They cut 
and trimmed the United States notes 
issued in sheets, and did their work 
very well. As soon as they had been 
appointed there were many other ap*- 
plicant.s, and their number steadily iti- 
creised, many of them securing places 
through tho peculiar energy and perse- 
verance "which ■vrill refuse to take no, 
for an answer, There are now more 
than 1,300 women in the Di^partinent."? 
at Wa.shington, the majority employed 
in. tho Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing, and in the Government Printing 
Office, They excel as counters, their 
slender, sensitive fingers turning notes 
with great 'rajndity and exactness. 
Thoy detect counterfeits, it is .said, 
quicker than men, though they do not 
succeed so well in accounts, as tho 
average feminino mind has little na- 
tural love for figures. Counters and 
copyists receive $900 a year; other 
women $1,200 and $1,400; several of 
them S1,GOO and ono in the Internal 
Revenue §1,800. Most of tho clerks 
arc well educated and refined, and many 
have seen more prosporous days. A 
number aro widows and daughters of 
army and navy officers who lost their 
lives in the civil war. Very few of 
the young women or widows marry or 
resign, and coflscquently the hundred.^ 
who arc constnntly seeking phaces in 
Washington have very slender pros- 
pects of success. The most untiring, 
obstinate placo-seekers of tho Federal 
Capital aro vromen. — New York Tiwes. 



Tho nxpciisiveiiess of tho luxuiy of 
running for tho Briti.sli Parliament, 
whether a successful candidate or not, 
may bo seen in the bills of the candidates 
at the late election in the county of Ar- 
gyleshire, on the retirement of the Mar- 
quis of Lome The certified ox])enses 
of Lord Colin Campbell, brother of the 
Marquis of Lome, amounted to .£5,700 
9s. 6d.; while tbose of Colonel-AIalcolok 
amounted to £0,000. Tlie total ex- 
penses of the two candidates, or rather 
the certified expenses, which arc presum- 
ably lawful, amounted, therefore; to 
.£14,700 9.S. Gd. The registered elec- 
tors of the county aro 3,099, so that 
the expenses of Colonel Malcolm, the 
unsuccessful candidate, amountetl to 
■within a very small fraction of three 
pounds per head of every elector on the 
register; while those of Lord Campbell 
amounted to very nearly two pounds 
per head. The larger expenditure of 
Colonel Malcolm may, ■■ perhaps, be 
explained on tho ground that 
tho county is ■ a stronghold 
of tho Argyles, that all their 
inlluence was against him, ami that he, 
finding this to bo so, was led to bo as 
liberal in his expenditure as it would 
be safe for him to go, in view of the 
pains and penalties inflicted for bribery 
and corruption. We can well under- 
stand that, against such odds as the 
Argylo influenco it might be necessary 
to go to .SO liberal an expenditure as 
nine thousand pounds, but it is, on tho 
other hand, rather difiicult to under- 
stand why tho expendituie of nearly 
six thousand pounds by a "Campbell" 
should be found necessary in the coun- 
ty of .\rgyle, where, as it is commonly 
suppo.scd, the old elaiuiish rekitlons be- 
tween laird and people retain much of 
their force. Tho details of those elec- 
tion bills are, it will be remembered, 
submitted for audit, and it is presuma- 
ble that tho totals mentioned above 
were incurred for legitimate and neces- 
sary expenses; and be believed that the 
two sums give a fair idea of tho ex- 
]ienscs wliich attend any contested 
election in England.

Still as- 
suming this knowledge to bo useful, 
wo have now seen fivo or si.x difl'ereiit 
men cover upward of 300 miles in less 
than six days; so, what is to be gained 
by a repetition of the feat T As long, 
liowevcr, as prizes aro offered, so long 
will men come forward to compete for 
them; and we suppose the public -^vill 
continue to lloek to these races until a 
man dies on the track. Then there 
will bo a sudden revulsion of feeling, a 
howl of virtuous indignation, and such 
exhibitions will bo sternly repressed. 
But why not repress them before any- 
thing serious has occured — prize-fighting 
is mild and liuiiiaiie, compared witli 
such sport (?) as si.x days sjiort; and 
that the one sl^ould be rigidly i)ut 
down and tho other encouraged, in the 
same country, is a gross and glaring 
iueonsistency. 

On Dccomber 28 Judge Gottuchalk, 
of St. Louis, sustained the motion to 
set aside tho non-suit in the caso of a 
suit for damages to the child of the 
plaintifT, caused by wearing a pair of 
striped stockings purchased of tho de- 
fendant. On trial there was evidence 
tending to show that the stockings were | 
poisonous by reason of the dye used to j 
give them brilliant colours, and that 
the newspapers had published reports 
of the death of children occasioned by 
wearing similar stockings. The plea 
that tho defendant was ignorant of the 
dangerous quality of the stockings was 
met by the proof that ho took tho 
Globe- Democrat, and ought to have 
known everything, and the further fact 
that, when ho heard that there' was 
death in tho stockings, he sent all he 
had to an auction house, and sold no 
more at his store. It was not shown 
on tlje trial that the defendant was tho 
manufacturer of tho striped stockings, 
and, under the instruction of the 
court, the plaintiff took a non-suit. 
The judge now says there Avero facts
